Viscount Gray, foreign minister for England 
during «the war and recently special ambassador 
to the United States, says that another war would 
utterly destroy the civilization of Europe, and 
must be avoided at all hazzards. Inasmuch as our 
Own country is so vitally effected by such occur- 
rences, it is well for us also to neem) suok waln- 
ings. Among other things, he said: N 

“What is absolutely necessary—so far as hng- 
land is concerned—is to keep some Council of 
the Nations together. W should keep them in 
touch; keep our relations with our allies, but 
watch any tendency to this growth of compet ton 
in armaments, and when any nation is beginning 
to force the pace in that competition, then let 
the Council of the Nations prevent its growing up 
as before the war. 

To do that we must have something which keeps 
nations in touch and keeps them together. Some 
people say that in a League of Nations there 
will not ibe any certainty. There will not be 
a wertainty, but I am quite convinced that if’ we 
have another war twenty years hence, jt will, in 
a sense, be. like this war, but it will be infinitely 
worse, and there will be a certainty ~that it will 
destroy the civilization of Europe. 

“If you tell me that the League of Nations is 
Utopia, the answer I give is that ‘I prefer the 
chance of Utopia to the certainty of destruct on.’ ”
